PERSONAL AND POLITICAL.

ror. Havsry R. Ives, the art chief 
of the World’s fair, left London recent- 
ly for the continent in the interest of 
the Chicago exposition. He purposes 
to make a tour of every European coun- 
try, and belicves that he will be able 
to secure a splendid display of foreign 
art at Chicago. 

At Pleasantville, O., John Saunders, 
a prominent young business man, sud- 
denly became a raving maniac from 
brooding over a quarrel which he re- 
cently had with his brother in regard to 
business matters. 

Tue statement is made by Vice-Presi- 
dent Lane of the Union Pacific that the 
refunding plan adopted by the directors 
of that road is rapidly nearing comple- 
tion, and that none of the creditors are 
causing trouble, all of them being will- 
ing to await the company's arrange- 
ment of the United States debt. 

Says the St. James Gazette: ‘The 
startling news concerning British oc- 
cupation of the island of Mitylene ob- 
viously possesses political significance 
of the first importance.” The paper 
adds that the island has a position of 
considerable strategetic importance, al- 
though possessing little in the way of 
fortifications. 

Tur London committee formed to 
bring about the release of Mrs. May- 
brick, confined on a life sentence in 
Woking prison on conviction of poison- 
ing her husband, has retained the serv- 
ices of Sir Charles Russell and Sir 
Horace Davey in order to test the 
legality of the sentence. 

On the 14th Dr. Edward Eggleston, 
the well-known writer, author of the 
*“‘Hoosier Schoolmaster,” the ‘Faith 
Doctor” and other stories, was married 
to Miss Fannie Elizabeth Goode, an 
estimable lady of Madison, Ind. ‘They 
went at once to Lake George, and from 
thence to New York, where they will 
reside. 

On the 14th it was stated that Secre- 
tary Blaine and family would probably 
go to Augusta, Me., on the 19th, to re- 
main a month. 

A spEcIAL to the New York Herald, 
on the 14th, announced that ex-Presi- 
dent Balmaceda of Chili, who had been 
in hiding in Valparaiso since the down- 
fall of his government, had succeeded 
in eluaing the vigilance of his enemies, 
and had found refuge on board the 
United States steamer San Francisco, 
Admiral Brown's flagship. Balmaceda 
sueceeded in getting on board by as- 
suming the role ofa drunken Yankee 
sailor. 

CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 

TWO DESPONDENT ones ended their 
Jives at Niagara falls on the 10th. One 
was aman, the othera woman. They 
were strangers. The man_ selected 
Luna island as the place to end his 
troubles. ‘The woman leaped to death 
from Prospect point, before the eyes of 
hundreds of people. The identity of 
neither of the parties has as yet been 
established. 

On the 11th Schifferstadt, in Rhenish 
Bavaria, was nearly destroyed by fire. 
The disaster originated in the saw 
mills, and notwithstanding all efforts, 
the flames spread rapidly, converting a 
flourishing town into ashes. 

At Phillipsburg, N. J., Lewis Remel 
has been arrested on suspicion of hav- 
ing attempted to wreck a train on the 
Lehigh Valley railroad. Ina trunk be- 
longing to the prisoner was found a 
quantity of dynamite and other evi- 
dence that will probably convict him. 
Remel has a bad record. He caused an 
explosion on the Daniel Drew on the 
Iiudson in 1879, and after serving a 
seven-years’ sentence, wrecked a Dela- 
ware & Hudson train at Plattsburg, N. 
Y., killing several persons. He is also 
well known as a confidence man. 

On the 11th the captain, several of the 
crew and forty cabin passengers of the 
Italian steamer Taormija were drowned 
by the sinking of the steamer in acol- 
lision off Cape Suniam with the Greek 
steamer Thessalia. 

Winutam H. Caney, a colored stu- 
dent at the Harvard medical school, 
shot himself in the breast, on the 11th, 
dying in « few minutes, because his fa- 
ther forbade him to keep further com- 
pany with a young colored girl of 
whom he was greatly enamored. 

On the 11th John A. Bancroft’s brick 
barn, at Worcester, Mass., was partially 
destroyed by fire. Fourteen horses and 


several valuable Swiss cattle were 
burned to death. Loss, $150,000; fully 
insured. An employe named Frank 


Wood has been arrested on suspicion of 
having caused the fire. 

THE treasury department has been 
advised of the arrest in New Orleans. by 
seeret service officers of Oliver Boban- 
nop, a noted counterfeiter. At his 
house the officers found counterfeiting 
waterials and a press for printing botes.

FLoops in the province of Toledo, 
Spain, have inflicted enormous damage, 
and 2,000 lives have been thus far re- 
ported lost. Communication is almost 
entirely cut off in many directions, and 
it is believed that when the full returns 
ure received a still greater calamity 
will be discovered. 

ON the 14th the five accused mercan- 
tile appraisers of Philadelphia, E. W. 

’atton, Samuel Houseman, Harry Hun- 
ter, James F. Bell and Albert Crawford, 
were arraigned, charged with ‘“‘conspir- 
ing to cheat and defraud the common- 
wealth of PennsylVania and with mak- 
ing false and fraudulent returns as mer- 
cantile appraisers.” They were held in 
$2,500 bail each for appearance at the 
next term of court. 


MISCELLANEOUS: . 

Tue threatened cotton-pickers’ strike 
did not materialize in Georgia. All the 
negroes went to work on the 13th, ex- 
cepting in portions of the state where 
it was raining. Reports received from 
Texas and all portions of Georgia, Ala- 
bama, Mississippi, Louisiana and Ten- 
nessee were to the same effect. 

Ir is reported that the Bowdoin col- 
lege expedition has discovered the won- 
derful falls on the Grand river in 
Labrador, of which such extraordinary 
tales have been told, but the exact loca- 
tion of which has been a mystery. The 
height of the falls proves to have been 
greatly exaggerated. There is a fall 
of 200 feet. The rapids leading to the 
falls increase the total altitude to 500 
feet. 

TuE official announcement comes from 
Calcutta that the government has 
chosen a 5-year-old relative of the ex- 
mahbarajuh as the new rajah of Manipur. 
During his miuority affairs will be ad- 
ministered by a British officer. 

On the 14th over 200,000 bushels of 
wheat were shipped for export at Balti- 
more, Md. 

A SENSATION was caused throughout 
Europe, on the 14th, by the announce: 
ment that a British force, landed from 
an iron-clad, had taken possession of 
the port of Sigri, on the island of Mity- 
lene, for use as a coaling station and 
rendezvous for the Mediterranean fleet. 
Sigriis about sixty miles from the en- 
trance to the Dardanelles, and the move 
is looked upon as one of the utmost 
significance.

CONDENSED TELEGRAMS. 





Hanvey and Joe Gilliam, who foully 
murdered Sheriff McHogue, of Pulaski 
County, Ky., were taken from jail at 
Somerset on the 15th bya mob of promi- 
nent citizens and hanged toa tree about 
half a mile from the city. 

Tuk official reports show the crops of 
the country to be even larger than had 
been anticipated. 

DirutTuerta is epidemic in Shelbv- 
ville, Ind. Thirty deaths occurred with: 
in forty-eight hours, and adults are be 
ing attacked as well as children. The 
physicians are alarmed at its malig- 
nancy. 

Tre recent heavy disbursements from 
the United States Treasury have reached 
the net balance. which, on September 
Ist. was 860,000,000 to $48,000, 000. This 
latter sum includes $17,830,000 of sub- 
sidiary silver and $15,000,000 in bank 
depositories. , 

ThE Treasury Department reports an 
unprecedentéd demand for money from 
the West for the moving of the enor- 
mous crops. 

New industries are established in the 
South at a present rate of about 3,000 a 
year, and they are of great variety. 


WuLe the general appearance of the 
cotton crop in Alabamais that of healtb- 
fulness, much uneasiness is being caused 
by the manner in which it is shedding 
its squaresand bolls. This is a new 
phase at this stage of the crop and the 
only reason which can be assigned for 
it is the recent contiued cool weather. 


Amasa LirTLe, 12 years old, hbiving 
near San Antonio, Texas, on the 13th, 
was killed in a singular manner. Climb- 
ing into a corn crib with a doll in one 
hand and a pair of scissors, she lost her 
hold and fell five feet. The scissors 
penetrated her throat and severed the 
main artery. She did not live an hour. 


Mrs. Kate Loean, of the Pleasant 
Grove Church neighborhood in Walker 
County, All., died the other day at the 
ripe old age of 103 years. She went to 
that county sixty years ago from Geor- 
gia while the Indians still held the 
country. She leaves a large number of 
descendants. 

WaLTer MAcKEY, aged 10, while at- 
tempting to recover his hat, which had 
fallen off, was run over by an electric 
car at Troy, N. Y., on the 1ith and in- 
stantly killed, his head being ¢om- 
pletely severed from bis body. 





SOUTHERN GLEANINGS. 
) New Orleans Cotton Statement. 

| Secretary Henry G. Hester of the 
New Orleans cotton exchange has 
equaled his record of last year by pub- 
| lishing the tdtal figures of the cotton 
crop of the United States, including 
port movements overland across the 
Mississippi, Ohio and Potomac rivers, 
_and the consumption of the southern 
mills on the first of the new commer- 
cial year. ‘The crop totals for the year 
1890-91 are as follows: Port receipts, 
6,976,380, against 5,857,117 last year; 
overland, 1,110;,4€5, against 945,147; 
southern consumption, exclusive of cot- 
tons taken from outports and included 
in port receipts 565,282, against 516,677; 
total cotton crop, 8,652,597, against 
7,311,822 last year. The total con- 
sumption of the southern’ mills 
for this year, including takings 
from southern outports, foots up 
604,661, against 546,898, showing an in- 
crease of 57,767 bales. The report also 
showsa total of #41 mills in the thir- 
teen cotton states; 286 have been in 
active operation, including 296 old and 
10 new mills; 42 are idle and13 new 
mills are not completed. The number 
of mills reported last year was 826, of 
which 7 were burned. Adding new 
mills. and «deducting consolidations, 
there are 840 millsin the states. ‘The 
principal gain in consumption has been 
in Georgia and the Carolinas. In the 
Carolinas a large number of old mills 
have increased their spindles. The total 
consumption of the south has increased 
10 per cent., and several states now 
have a consumption amounting to as 
much as that of the entire south ten 
years ago. The total spindles in the 
south are 1,988,845, of which 149,020 are 
new. There were 115,751 spindles idle, 
and 50,404 are in course of construction: 





Chattanooga's Steamboat Project. 

Several weeks ago Chattanooga, 
Tenn., undertook to raise $100,000 as a 
fund to establish a line of boats and 
barges to ply directly between Chatta 
nooga and St. Louis. The amount has 
been made up in $1,000 subscriptions. 
the total amounting to $107,000. The 
trip of the Herbert a few months sincs 
over the same route, made in the inter- 
est of Chattanooga merchants, dem- 
onstrated the entire feasibility of the 
scheme, as the Muscle shoals canal 
made the most part of the river naviga- 
ble, and below that the voyage was 
perfectly easy. ‘The first boat will 
start in about two months and run the 
greater part of the year. As one re- 
sult railroad freights will be largely 
reduced, Chattanooga being a competing 
point by water. 


Charged with Killing Her Husband. 

On September 1 it was announced 
that Capt. W. D. Johnson, of Lawrence 
county, Ala., had committed suicide in 
the prusence of his wife. ‘The coroner's 
jury investigated the case, Mrs. John- 
son being the only witness. She detail- 
ed a story that he suddenly arose and 
shot himself with a twenty-two-caliber 
pistol, which she exhibited to the jury. 
She made contradictory statements, 
which aroused suspicion, and the body 
was dug up. Examination disclosed a 
ball in the back of the head; but it was 
a thirty-two-caliber and larger than 
the whole barrel of Mrs. Johnson's pis- 
tol. A verdict of murder was accord- 
ingly returned, and the woman stands 
accused of the deed. 





In the Presence of His Wife. 


In Lawrence county, Ala., Capt. H. 
D. Johnson, a highly-respected citizen 
and an officer in the late war,was in his 
room with his wife loading and clean- 
ing his pistol. When he finished he 
arose, kissed his wife, put his pistol to 
his head and blew his brains out. The 
only theory as to the cause is disap- 
pointment over the collapse of the oil 
boom in Moulton Valley, where all the 
inhabitants a short time since thought 
they were rich.

A Colored Woman's Awful Crime. 

Mary Coleman, colored, residing on 
the Lamb plantation near Vaughan, 
Miss., arose early the other morning, 
picked up a double-barreled shotgun, 
went to the bedside where her husband 
was asleep and blew out his brains. 
She took her 2-year-old son to a creek 
a short distance from the house and 
drowned both the boy and herself. The 
woman is suppcsed to have been in- 
sane.

WHAT IT MEANS. 


The Significance of the Removal of the 
Embargo on American Pork in Europe 
—A Trade of Fifty Million Dollars An- 
nually to be Regained and a Fresh Im.- 
petus Given to the Hog-Rais ing Industry. 
St. Lovis, Sept. 15.—A Washington 

special to the Globe-Democrat says: 
Germany has taken off the embargo 
on the American hog. Denmark has 
dittoed. Austro-Hungary and France 
‘will soon follow. What will the re- 
moval of the restrictions be worth? 
When the question was put to Seere- 
tary Rusk he replied: ‘Any opinion ex- 
pressed would be only surmise.” It is 
possible, however, to give some figures 
which are approximate on the subject 
and also very impressive. 
In 1881 the exports of hog products 
from this country reached high-water 
mark. That year the rest of the world 
bought of this country pork in various 
forms to the amount of $105,000,000. 
Then began the restriction policy. It 
was taken up by one country after an- 
other. The hog exports of the United 
States fell rapidly off. The drop in 
five years was to $57,000,000. And this 
was notwithstanding the fact that trade 
was pushed out in new directions. In 
the effort to make up for the loss 
through the decrees of half a dozen 
European countries the exports were 
increased somewhat from the mini- 
mum in 1886, but the $100,000,000 
mark has not yet been reached. With 
the removal of the restrictions the ex- 
ports of hog products will go upward 
with along jump. The course of the 
trade under the influence of the de- 
erees and the efforts in new directions 
is traced in an interesting way by the 
bureau of statistics. The figures rep- 
resent the total exports of hog prod- 
ucts from this county to the rest of the 
world for the years given:

Germany inaugurated the prohibitive 
measures against the American hog in 
1880, but the first decree only applied 
to salt meats. Bacon and ham were 
exempted, but in 1883 the bundesrath 
decreed against the American hog in 
all forms except lard. Other countries 
followed. Germany even forbade trans- 
portation of the American hog products 
through her territory. ‘The partial 
recovery in the last two years of the 
lost hog trade is accounted for in large 
part by the vigorous action of this gov- 
ernment in the way of meat inspection. 
The course of the American hog trade 
in Germany is shown by the following 
figures of the exports from the United 
States to that country:

Since 1883 the hog product exported 
from this country to Germany has con- 
sisted almost entirely of lard. 

The analysis of the figures of hog- 
product exports justifies the statement 
that these exporis are at least $50,000,- 
000 less than they would be but for the 
restrictions imposed by the various for 
eign powers. And that is the trade 
which will be rapidly retained by the 
abolition of the decrees. The chief 
benefit of this inerease will go, of 
course, to the hog-producing portion of 
the country. The states which have 
the largest number of hogs, as shown 
by the new census, are, in their order, 
as follows:

AN OPEN QUERY. 


Will the Powers Hesitate to Check Rus- 
sia’s Aimbition to Possess Herself of Con- 
stantinople?—A Dash that is not Likely 
to be Made. 

Bupa PESTH, Sept. 15.—The Pesther 
Lloyd. in an article believed to have 
been inspired through its editor, Max 
Falke, reporter of the foreign commit- 
tee of the Hungarian delegation, says 
that the interests of Austro-Hungary 
in the Dardanelles question are greater 
than those of Great Britain. The paper 
adds: “Can Austria look on with com- 
placency while Russia, finding herself 
barred from expanding through Bul- 
garia, advances by a shorter route to the 
goal she has in view—the seizure of 
Constantinople. England can compen- 
sate herself with Egypt, but where is 
Austria’s compensation? The powers 
ought not hesitate to check Russia. 
Does Berlin?” 

With regard tothe alleged Russian 
plot to take Constantinople by a cour 
de main, the Pesther Lloyd, quotes a 
toeument prepared by Czar Nicholas in 
1853, minutely detailing plans by which 
a force :of 16,000 infantry, twe 
sotnias of cossacks, and thirty-two guns 
sould force the passage of the Bosphorus 
and Constantinople. Admiral Mentschi- 
off pronounced the scheme to be an 
‘mpossible one. The czar, it is said, 
then proposed as an alternative a sur- 
prise landing at Burgaz, a port seventy: 
six miles northeast of Adrianople. It 
was believed that if an unexpected land- 
ng should be made at Burgaz a smal) 
Russiay force could make a dash from 
there wpon Constantinopis and capture

THE COTTON STATUS. 





The Results of a Thorough Inspection of 
the Cotton Fields of the South Sum. 
marized—Former Unfavorable Reports 
Concerning the Ravages of Bad Weather, 
Worms and Rust Confirmed. 

St. Louis, Sept. 13.— The Globe- 
Democrat, asa result of a very thor- 
ough personal inspection of plantations 
by its correspondents throughout the 
cotton region, publishes an exhaustive 
report, of which the following is asume 
mary: , 

The reports from the cotton districts this 
week show very little change in the condi- 
tion of the staple, but they confirm the un- 
favorable reports received last week. They 
show that the cold weather in the middle 
states, the drought in Texas and the rains 
in the southeast did fully as much damage 
as was estimated seven days ago, and 
in some localities the injury to the 
plant is shown to have been greater than 
was then indicated. The reports this week, 
too, are more reliable, because they are 
largely based upon personal inspection by 
correspondents, who were instructed to go 
out and examine the plantations and to as- 
certain for themselves as nearly as possible 
the exact condition of the crop. Their in-, 
vestigations show that the damage result- 
ing from unfavorable. weather, worms and 
rust has reduced the prospects of August 1 
from 20 per cent. in some sections to 50 per 
cent. in others, ang that the prospect fora 
top crop Is poor. 

The drought in Texas continues unbroken, 
except in a few localities in the northwest- 
ern and central parts of the state, and the 
plant necessarily suffers in consequence. 
Some points still report the indications good 
for a yield equal to that of last year, but the 
majority state that the yield will fall short. 
The average estimate for this year’s crop in 
Texas is about one-third of a bale to the 


acre. In Arkansas, while the days 
have been eomewhat warmer, the 
nights, particularly in the northern 


part of the state, have been too cool. The 
damage by the late unfavorable weather 
is variously estimated, but nearly all unite 
in saying thet it has been serious, From 
three points, however, come reports that 
way be considered fairly favorable. In Mis- 
sissippi the cotton continues to shed and 
rust, and worms are still doing some injury 
to the plant Correspondents make the 
estimates of damage about the ,same as 
last week. Perhaps a little greater. 
There is no important change In the outlook 
either way in Louisiana. The prospects 
for either a middle or a top crop are 
poor. In Alabama and Georgia .it rained 
aliday Thursday. In the former state this, 
it is believed, will help the young cotton in 
the bottoms to some extent. Ontheuplands 
inthe southern part of the state the young 
cotton is all burned out. In Georgia the 
rain, it is stated, will be very damaging, as 
is will stain the cotton and retard the pick- 
ing. The crop in North Carolina and the 
northern portion of South Carolina has 
been somewhat improved by good weather, 
but in the southern part of the latter state 
the plant is said to be damaged from 39 to 5¢ 
per cent. 





The Georgia Cotton Harvest. 

ATLANTA, Ga, Sept. 13.—Rain fell 
all day Friday. Its effect can not be 
other than very damaging. While the 
pickers’ strike is doubtful, talk of it 
has demoralized labor. The negroes 
are excited and are holding meetings to 
such an extent that in Lee and Burke 
counties the pickers have put in only 
about half time. There are many com- 
plaints of damage by rust and caterpil- 
lars. But the cotton coming into mar- 
et thus far is much superior to the 
average of last year’s crop. George W. 
Truitt, one of the largest planters in 
the state, estimates the shortage at 33! f 
per cent. 

The cotton pickers’ strike proves to 
be a myth in Georgia. All the negroes 
are at work excepting in such portions 
of the state where itis raining. Re- 
ports received by the Atlanta Demo- 
erat from Texas end all portions of 
Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi, Louisi- 
ena and Tennessee are to the samo 
effect. 


THE SHARKS FEASTED. 





Eight Persons Killed and Eaten by Sharks 
While Battling with Wind and Water 
in an Effort to Gain Shore in a South 
Pacific Storm. 

San FRAnNcisco, Sept. 15. — Capt. 
Spring of the steamer General Baning, 
which arrived here from the Flents 
islands with a cargo of cocoanuts, re- 
ports that while loading his cargo the 
vessel was twice blown off to sea by 


severe storms. On each occasion 
about 100 natives were on board and 
they hastened ashore in canoes. 


The second time several canoes were 
upset and the occupants thrown into 
the water. The water swarmed with 
sharks and many of the natives were 
torn limb from limb before they could 
be picked up by other canoes. One 
young fellowed plunged into the water 
with a long knife to save his father, 
but both were dragged down and torn to 
pieces. A young girl bad almost reached 
a canoe when a sharked seized her and 
dragged her down. Of the thirty-eight 
persons thrown into the water eight 
were killed by sharks and one had his 
leg bitten off. 


EVERYTHING WAS POISONED. 


Mysterious Poisoning, Resulting in Death, 
at Armourdale, Kas. 

Kansas City, Mo., Sept. 13.—Mrs. J. 
M. Juvenal, of Armourdale, died from 
the effects of poisoning. ‘The case is a 
mysterious one. A short time ago the 
front portion of the Juvenal residence 
was blown up by dynamite at night. 
Juvenal suspected Miss Mamie Pfaff- 
man, to whom he was once engaged, 
and caused her arrest. Soon after this 
poison was detected in milk. Last week 
the family went to Excelsior Springs, 
and upon returning Monday all showed 
symptoms of poisoning after eating. A 
window showed that it had been raised 
and the house entered during their ab- 
sence. Mrs. Juvenal’s condition was 
the worst, and she had been given freely 
of medicine before it was discovered 
that even the water that was used with 
the medicine, as well as every article of 
food in the house, was full of ‘Rough 
on Rats.” '

A Hundred Corpses Can Be Seen 
floating in the swollen rivers. A na- 
tivnal relief fund has been started, and 
all the newspapers announce that they 
are ready receive donations. The 
Wine and grain crops have been destroy- 
ed throughout the flooded sections of 
the country. 

The overflowing of the Consuegra 
threatens to cause further damage. 
Two-thirds of the houses practically 
destroyed are still standing, but their 
foundations are sapped and they threat- 
en to fall at auy moment.

Distress from Want of Food. 
An estimate classed as a moderate one, 
and which is within rather than over 
the actual number, places the total of 
the death list at 2,000.

The First Consignment of Bread 
from the army bakeries arrived in the 
flooded country he witnessed a scene 
which would have imparted to a heart 
of stone a feeling of sympathy. On all 
sides he was beset by the famishing 
inhabitants, young and old, male and 
female, the majority half naked or clad 
iu rags, most of them on their knees, 
with hands uplifted praying for succor. 
‘The feverish clamor of these poor peo- 
ple made theework of distribution slow 
and painful, and when 

All the 
there still remained many mouths un- 
filled, many sufferers who had not been 
able to obtain even the smallest portion 
of this temporary relief. 

At Almeria, capital of the province 
of that name, the number of the dead, 
as in many other places, is still un- 
known, but it is admitted that over 500 

Houses Have Been Destroyed, 
and that a large number of people have 
perished.

Currency and Not the Tariff the Question 
Before the Poople. 

While there is a greut deal said by 
da nvucratic organs about the tariff, .es- 
vecially by those. ¢ommitted to _ the 
candidacy of Grover Cleveland for the 
democratic presidential nomination 
next year, the faet remains that the 
tariff is removed, at least for the pre& 
ent, from the leading place in the 
minds of the American people. So far 
as national questions enter jnto the 
year’s campaign, the leading issue is 
not the tariff, but currency. We say 
currency, because it is made up of the 
free silver question and the old green- 
back issue. The democrats, at, least 
those of the west, are committed to 
free silver: the people’s party not only 
supports that, but in addition is com- 
mitted to the unlimited issne of green- 
backs. 

lor one thing, everybody sees that 
there is nothing to be gained by at- 
tempting to keep the tariff question to 
the front. ‘Though the house of repre- 
sentatiyes of the next congress is dem- 
ocratie, the senate is not and will not 
be; hence it is absolutely impossible 
that any bill on free trade lines—that 


is, in the direction of a tariff ‘‘for rev; | 
’ 


enue only”’—could possibly pass both 
houses of congress;, and even if such a 
bill should be passed, any man with a 
modicum of good sense knows that 
President Harrison would promptly 
veto it. 

The next election for representatives 
in congress will not take place until 
the fall of 1892, at which time a new 
president will also be chosen: If either 
a republican president or a republican 
house is elected no free trade legisla- 
tion is possible, and even if both of 
these should be democratic, a change 
in the tariff laws could not immediate- 
ly be made, Even supposing,the re- 
publican majority in. the senate would 
be overcome, the next meeting of con- 
gress after the inauguration of the new 
president will not be until the first 
Monday in December, 1693, and a rev- 
enue tariff Jaw could not be passed 
until some time in 1894—three years 
hence. 

Ilenee there is no pertinency in at 
tempting to keep up a tariff discussion 
when there is no possible end to be 
gained by it. Another thing, the peo- 
ple of the United States are heartily 
tired of the tariff issue. They ex- 
pressed themselves upon it in 1888; and 
the verdict in 1890 at the congressional 
elections was due to a seare, which 
happened through the fact that the new 
tariff law had just gone into operation. 
The people had no opportunity to judge 
of its workings, and the democracy, 
with an unscrupulousness never before 
equaled, lied about it malignantly. 

The more intelligent among the peo- 
ple who were deceived by those false- 
hoods, are now aware of the fact; and 
it is absolutely certain that no man 
who was ever deceived in that way 
will ever be deceived again. The bus- 
iness men of the country have adjusted 
themselves to the changes made by 
the new tariff law, and all they ask is 
to be let alone. There is nothing more 
injurious to a country’s industrial in- 
terests than the persistent agitation of 
achange in its economie policy. The 
democratic party, through its agitation 
of free trade, has lost hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars to the people of the 
United States within the Jast fifteen 
years. By compelling manufacturers 
and business men to constantly shorten 
sail, they have diminished the normal 
amount of manufactures, have been 
the cause of shut-downs and _ strikes, 
and have hindered our industrial devel- 
epment. 

Hence we say the real question be- 
fore the people is one of currency, not 
free trade. Everywhere except in the 
extreme east, the democratic party has 
committed itself to the free silver fal- 
lacy: the people’s party has joined it 
in this, and made an additional demand 
for the loan of greenbacks on land and 
farm products. In the south the demo- 
cratic party dare not take an attitude 
of opposition to the alliance; hence 
they will concede whatever the al- 
liance demands, in order to hold its 
vote and keep the south solid. The 
democrats of the north, true to their 
policy of the last fifty years, stupidly 
follow the bourbon ideas. However 
much the more sagacious of the north- 
ern democratic leaders may desire to 
keep the silver and greenback ques- 
tions in the background, it cannot be 
done. ‘The main question is the cur- 
rency question; Maj. McKinley recog- 
nized that fact in his Niles speech; and 
it will be well for the republicans of 
Ohio, as well as in other states where 
important elections are pending this 
year, to push the fight on that line.— 
‘Toledo Blade. 


A TIMELY SPEECH. 


Remarks of President Harrison on the 
Monetary Problem. 

President Harrison has the rare fac- 
ulty of ‘saying the right thing at the 
right time and place. Rarely has there 
been a more timely and more effective 
remark on any public occasion regard- 
ing the monetary problem than the 
president took occasion to make in his 
speech at Albany. He was talking in 
the rain, to a erowd of about three 
thousand veople, but. realized that 
whatever he had to say at the capital of 
the greatest state in the ‘union would 
he read and soberly considered by mil- 
lions of voters throughout the country. 
In another respect his faculty is re- 
markable; he can_say the best things 
and put the strongest arguments in a 
war to give no offerse*even to political 
opponents: ‘Phus in discussing. the fiann- 
cial question he took care to start with 
an idea which, as he aptly said, all good 
citizens of every party should share: 
“I *believe that I speek that which is 
the common thought of us all when 1 
say that every dollar, whether paper or 
coin, issued or stamped by the general 
government, showld always and every- 
where be as good as every other dol- 
lar.” 

There is more of sound monetary 
philosophy in this single statement 
than can be found in most of the elabor- 
ate speeches on the subject. If this 
one rule were rigidly observed in all 
iinancial legislation, and all action by 
the treasury were regulated with an 
ve single to the malntensace of abse- 














lute parity in use between ail kinds of 
money issued or stamped by the guv- 
ernment, there would be little room for 
dispute, and no room whatever for 
panic as respects the monetary future. 
Apprehension comes only because it is 
believed by some that the government 
may enter upon a policy which will 
render certain paper in circulation not 
exchangeable for gold on demand, and 
redeemable only in silver. It maken 
no difference whether the form of cur- 
rency which is liable to depreciate is of 
paper or of coin; in either case, as the 
president reasons, the governmené has 
an equal obligation to prevent deprecia- 
tion so far as possible, and to make 
that which it has issued, as worth one 
dollar, actually worth one dollar in ex- 
change in every part of the country. 
If the government can do this, if it 
carefully preserves for itself the power 
to do this at all times, it can make no 
sort of difference whether one or an- 
other form of the currency is increased 
or diminished. But the president then 
proceeds to present with peculiar force 
the argument against the use of any 
form of depreciated currency: 

I am one of those that believe that these 
men from your shops, these farmers 
remote from money centers, have the 
largestinterest of all people of the world 
in having a dollar that is worth ons hun- 
dred cents every day in the year, and only such. 
If by any chance we should fall into @ condition 
where one dollar is not so good as another, I 
venture the assertion that the, poorer dollar 
will do its first errand in paying some poor 
laborer for bis work. Therefore, in the con- 
duct of our public affairs, I feel pledged for one 
that all the influences of the government should 
be on the side of giving the peopie only geod 
money, and just as mucho! that kind as we can 
get. 

The appeal to the good sense of farm- 
ers, as the president goes on to say, is 
stronger than ever this year, becanse 
they have enormous crops to be mar- 
keted, and the price obtainable for 
those crops depends upon the price 
which foreign countries will pay for 
the great surplus to be exported. If 
any form of depreciation o¢scurs in the 
currency of this country it must 
inevitably diminish the price which the 
farmers will be able to obtain for 
their products. And with singniar 
force the president calls attention tc 
recent disaster in the Argentine Re- 
public, as an example which all Ameri- 
cans will surely have the good sense tu 
avoid: ‘I am sure that we would all 
shun that condition of things into 
which many peoples of the past have 
drifted, and of which we have hag in 
one of the great South American coun- 
tries arecent example, the distressed 
and hopeless condition into whick all 
business enterprises fall when any na- 
tion issues an irredeemable or depreci- 
ated money.”—N. Y. Tribune.
